The President has Issued ltis proc- 
laination throwing open to settlement 
about 2,000,000 acres of land, recently 
purchased by the Government from 
the Iowns, Kickapoos, Potawoti.iiuies, 
ml Ibe Sac aud Fox tribes of Indians, 
ii ln.liiui Territory, which is bounded 
iroper, on the north by the Cimarron 
iver, on the east by the Creek nation 
nd on the south by the Canadian 
iver. The western boundary being 
vith'.n eight miles ofGnthrie, the cap- 
tal and commercial. metropolis of the 
territory, with a population of about 
10.000. ' 

These lands arc well watered, hav- 
ing the north fork of the Canadian 
Binning through the center 
uy tributaries of the Canadian 
and Cimarron rivers, upon which are 
line bodies of the different varieties of 
timber, and in point of fertility, unsur- 
passed by any land iu the United 
Slates. There are now not less than 
ten thousand people on the border, 
awaiting the hour, 12 o'clock to-day, 
arrive, so that they can go in and lake 
possession of 100 acres of this valuable 
land. 

Persons going into this territory be- 
fore 12 o'clock to-day are called 
'sooners," and will not be entitled to 
he benefit of the provisions of the act 
firing to aetOSt settlers a homestead.
